THE NEW AMERICAN RIFLED CANNON. = 
The Americans are not disposed to fall far behind the 
more belligerent nations of the old world in their impte- 
ments of war. At Chicopee, Massachusetts, experiments 
have lately been made With a new rifled cannon, the in- 
vention of General James, Which promises extracruinary 
results. From a is os the official report of the 
board who superintended these trials, which has jast 
reached us, we learn that. the wus examined were 
a 6-pound bronze cannon, with 3°89 inch calibre, and 
ri in 15 grooves; a 12-pounder, 4-inch calibre, and 
the sane number of grooves. In bo. instances the 
twist in rifling was equivalent to one turn in 60 feet at 
the beginning. and ending in one in 20. The Preiectile 
designed by General James for these guns is a 
cylinder, pointed by a solid concidal head, the diame, CÉ 
being only ‘02 of an inch less than.the bore of the guin, 
and the length twice the diameter of the calibre. ‘The 
cylinder retains its full diameter for a quarter of aninch, 
of its length at each end. For the intermediate length 
its diameter is reduced half an inch, forming a feeess 
in its body, which is filled by a compound of canvas 
sheet tin, and lead. The base of the cylinder has a 
central cavity or opening of 1°95 inch in diameter, and 
15 inch deep. When the charge is fired the gas evolved 
by the burning of powder, in its efforts to eject. the pro- 
jectile and to escape from the gun, is forced into the 
cavity against the compound filling, which is thereby 
ressed into the grooves of the bore, and by its firm hold 
in them the rotary motion is imparted to the projectile. 
The Board having examined the guns and projectiles pro- 
ceeded to test their efficiency, the results obtained being 
very satisfactory. The report says, respecting the guns, 
their merit is due to the rifting, which can be readily 
applied, at little cost, to all bronze cannon of the 
United States, and so render them as far superior to the 
present smooth bore guns as, in small arms, the mos? 
improved rifle surpasses the musket. ‘The depth of 
grooving is so shallow as in nowise matcrially to impair 
the strength of the gun, while it is sufficient to compel 
the projectile to take the rifle flight. ‘The effect oí 
these contrivances was exhibited in an ¢xtraordinury 
manner, by the increased range obtained wh: le using the 
same charge of powder and elevation in K ea 
masses of double the weight of the usual sphericaí DMIs. 
The merits of the projectile are represented to cons."t in 
their answering fully the expectations desired of the"; 
theirready fabrication and adaptation to guns;theireaseln 
loading; the certainty of the expansion of the filling, 
and its firm hold in the grooves of the guns. The 
greased canvas wipes the rifling clean, and leaves the 
bore in condition readily to receive the next charge, and 
which is alsoa sure protection to the bore from injury. 
For these reasons the gun and projectiles are com- 
mended to the fuvourable c onsideration of the Govern- 
ment ; and, as the experimental firing tas subject 
to several disadvantages which may heresfter be 
avoided, the board recommend that some guns of the 
service calibre be granted te General James tor 
rifling according to his new principle. We learn that ano- 
ther series of experiments is in comtemplation, in which 
will be compared, side by side, the performances of this 
new gun with those now in use. Of course the remarkable 
precision and power of the new rifled ordnance consti- 
tute its chief value, but the great saving of ammunition 
effected is a matter of no small importance. The ?esults 
ofthe experiments above referred to are expressed in 
tabular form, at much length. As an example, it is 
shown that in one instance 18 shots were fired a mein 
distance of 674 yards, at an elevation of one degree-— 
the powder weighing 1}lb., the projectile 12}1b, the de- 
viation being only four inches to the right of ce ire, and 
half an inch above it. On reaching groun! tiie missile 
was buried five feet in compact sand. in another in- 
stauce a shot was fired 2,050 yards at an elevatwn of 
five degrees, and passed about 25 feet above the top of 
the hill towards which it was directed. ‘ihe board be- 
lieved from the testimony of several witnesses who were 
near the range, that the projectile “ continued its 
flight many hundred yards beyond the hill,” the 
summit of which was nearly on the same level as 
that upon which the gun was placed in battery. 
According to the statement of Mr. Ames, the manu- 
facturer of the gun, who carefully examined the 
ground, “it is almost certain the ball went four 
miles.” After what is already known it is safe to say 
that any object within the reach of an ordinary spy-glass 
is a fair mark for this terrible weapon. In one other re- 
spect the exploits of General James’ gun demand atten. 
tion. “ According to the laws of projectiles laid dowri 
in the Ordnance Manual, and which have long been es- 
tablished, as was supposed, beyond power of refutation, 
the range of a 7lb. shot at five degrees elevation aud 
111b. powder is,” says the New York Journal of Commerce, 
to which we are indebted for this information, “ 1,523 : 
yards, but in the example now afforded, a ball 12j1b., with 
the specified quantity of powder, has gone between three 
and four miles. As compared with the celebrated Arm- 
strong gun the results are not less curious. Mr. Arm- 
strong claims to have thrown a ball 5] miles with six 
unds of powder, employing an area or calibre of 3} 
inches—which is a result of 55-100ths less favourable 
than that obtained by the experimentsat Chicopee. Ac- 
cording to the latter, any gun of a calibre equal to Arm- 
strong’s will throw a ball with less than half the powder 
the full distance attained in his practice.” — Sun.

broke down the barriers of monopoly, and now, 
laden with English manufactures. There are fields 
of waving corn on the prairies, and down by the sea, 


| at the head of quiet bays, in true English fashion, 


are towns and stores, with their busy schools and 
Gospel churches. 

The presence of the Bishop of Columbia, amongst 
us naturally turns our thoughts to this New Eng- 
land. He comes to ask Christian aid and Christian 
prayers for his church in the wilderness. There are 
60,000 native Indians there who, with those vague and 
misty instinets of religioa which the worst of savages 
possess, worship they know not what. The Church 
of England is, of her nature and her origin, a mission- 
ary church ; and one part of the high office of this new 
branch of the Church is, te evangelise the heathen. 
But anotherduty,more laborious,and undoubtedly more 
trying remains. Surely, “ the earth has veins for the 
silver and pusr of gold,” and they who gather the 
dust of gold are of all the most daring, reckless, and 
irreligious. Coming from every clime they bring 
with them all the vices, not only of their nature, but 
of their country. To-day poor, to-morrow the stroke 
of a pickaxe may {make them rich ; and next day, 
profligacy or gambling makes them!poor again. Their 
steps are dogged by troops of wretches who pander 
to their vices and encourage them. Without a 
prayer they live and work, or fall sick and die. They 
have none to advise, none to comfort or console, 
none to teach them that godliness with contentment 
is the great gain. 

It is to procure some help for this most interesting 
mission that the Bishop of Columbia has come 
amongst us. The colony is as yet struggling, and a 


{mining population is fluctuating. Much cannot be 


expected to be effected there without help from the 
old country. We send thousands annually to reform 
Hindoos, Mahometans, Chinese, and Japanese.— 
Surely, a man’s first duty is towards those of his own 
household—the distant members who have gone from 
among ourselves. 

A glance at the map will show how important is 
the position of Columbia and Victoria. Enjoying 
the same climate and under the same latitude 
as England, their cereal productions are the same. 
Gold, iron for future steam-ships, coal in 
abundance to work the furnaces, wood to build 
the ribs of tall ships, allare found there. The wealth 
of this land is only beginning to be known. The other 
day some one remarked a beach of black gravel shining 
in the sun. He took some home and found it to be 
two-thirds gold. Queen Charlotte’s Islands, towards 
the north, are believed to be mountains of ore. But 
see how these places lie; right opposite is the Amoor, 
where Russia is pushing on a stirring trade; lower 
down are the Japanese Islands, just thrown open to 
commerce and civilisation. Lower again lie China 
and the Indies. The boundless trade of the whole 
Pacific, with its four hundred millions of people, lies 
before Victoria; while behind her stretch navigable 
rivers upto the Rocky Mountains, met by navigable 
rivers on the other side, which flow through ocean-like 
lakesinto the great St. Lawrence, and out by Canada, 
facing England. Our sons will see one vast belt 
of country stretching across the whole Continent of 
America, under English law and English govern- 
ment. “We belong,” said Mr. Disraeli, “to the new 
world as well as to the old.” Here is almost a new 
world in itself. They who wish well to the future 
destinies of England will desire that here, on this vast 
Continent, shall be a religious and therefore a loyal] 
people, Governments may fall, and fortunes change, 
in the shifting drama of European politics, but there 
is one bond which unites men as brothers in every 
vicissitude---a community in the same faith.

vague and _ indistinct. But 4 moment’s analysis 
materially depreciates the value of this tous 
guarantee for the peace of Europe. For, after all, what 
does it amountto? It consists of three printipal pro- 
visions. -— First, the whole class of 1852, who were 
called into service at the end of that year, 
are to be disembodied on the 20th of Sep- 
tember next. This class consists nominally of 
1 80,000 men, for the Government may conscribe that 
number annually ; but the exhaustive influence of the 
Russian and Austrian wars has probably reduped it to 
less than 60,000. ‘I'he whole of this body would, 
however, in the ordinary course, claim their dis- 
charge on the 3ist December, when the new con- 
scription of 1859-60 would be brought fully intp the ser- 
vice; and this boasted reduction of 60,000 men at the 
most is only a reduction for a hundred days. The second 
rovision consists in the grant of six months’ furloughs 

om the same 20th of September, in a ratio which is not 
yet specified. Now we arenot going toaccuse the French 
Government of any definite belligerent designs; but it 
is cleat that, let them be what they may, no 
fresh hostilities could well be undertaken until next 
March, and that by that time not only would the 
| class of 1852 be replaced by that of 1859, but the 
men on furlough of the latter classes would have re- 
turned to the ranks; while the Government, though 
continuing no doubt to pay them their small allow- 
ances, would economically send them to live on their 
friends or their wits, instead of on the Imperial Com- 
missariat. The third and last provision of the Moniteur 
allows the retirement of those who can prove according 
to our idiom, “urgent private business,” or who are 
| absolutely necessary to their respective families. But 
as their respective families have hitherto contrived to 
dispense with their presence, we can hardly be very 
sanguine of the number who may be able, as well as 
willing, to prove their claim. 

There can be no doubt that, although Repubjican 
economy, after 1848, never interfered with the $posi- 
tion of France as a great military Power, the forces of 
the Empire have greatly exceeded those of the Republic. 
From a public document before us, we see that the 
French army in 1853 consisted of 373,000 men, and 
that of these only 44,000 had served for seven years. 
Since that period there have been two destructive wars; 
but whenever there have been hostilities there have also 
been extraordinary levies. On this account it is diffi- 
cult to compute the ordinary extent of the French army 
with exactness, if its annual conscription of 80,000 were 
never exceeded,its normal number, barring casualties would 
be of course 560,000. But in war the number of conscripts 
has been nearly doubled ; and the incentives offered by 
Go vernment to re-enlistment are probably in effect a 
set-off against casualties during peace, just as extraordi- 
nary conscriptions may nearly cancel casualties in war. 
On this basis it is impossible to compute the French 
army at less than 500,000 men. Algeria, meanwhile, 
absorbs 80,000, and after providing garrisons for the 
few distant colonies of thé Enipire, we must still esti- 
mate the standing army in France herself at fully 
400,000. At this rate, although the forces employed in 
Algeria had undergone considerable increase before the 
late war, we must reckon the increase in the ordinary 
numbers of the French army at more than 100,000 men 
since the commencement of the Empire. The only two 
presumptions that we have heard advanced against 
such a computation can hardly be said to assail it. 
It is alleged that the French army, according to official 
documents, costs very little more than our own, which, 
} according to this computation, is not one-third of its 
number ; and that the Government, if it possessed such 
immense forces when war broke out, would have at least 
150,000 men at its disposal without demand- 
ing extraordinary conscriptions. But the fact 
is, that, while every one acknowledges the abuses 
prevalent in the English army, the French returns 
ofexpenditure are incomplete: for though the total is 
always neatly rounded off in imperial documents at a 
few million francs less than the revenue, there is 
nevertheless a regular and mysterious addition, in the 
next schedule, to the interest on the national debt. And 
the extraordinary conscriptions have been instituted 
merely for reserve, for the French had, in the late cam- 
paign, twice defeated the Austrians before any fresh 
conscription could take effect. We believe that at no 
period since the Russian war has France possessed less 
than 120,000 men, disposable for foreign service. 

The recruiting ofan army by conscription must neces- 
sarily make military service in a certain degree unpo- 
pular, but three great advantages in the eyes of the com- 
mon soldier give the French army a superiority over our 


i 


| own. In the first place, the republicanism of French 


society, by penetrating into the army, givesto every man 
the chance of becoming a marshal and duke of the em- 
pire ; and at any rate to become an officer is 
no rare destiny. Then the few colonial settlements 
of the French render the proportion liable to serve 
in foreign climates very small; and while fully two- 
thirds of our own army is abroad, four-fifths of the 
French army remain at home. Again, like the Prus- 
sian, but unlike the Austrian troops, nearly every 
French soldier is of the same nation with his Govern- 
ment ; even the Zouaves are chiefly French mauvais 
sujets (who are chosen to guard the Tuileries from a 
motive which may be well conceived); and thereis none

to keep down Italians, and Italians to kéep down Hun- 

ians. Nationality, promotion, and home service are 
thus three sustaining conditions of the conscription. 
To these incentives. the Emperor has now added fur- 
loughs and discharges in anticipation ; and he is no 
doubt quite at liberty to make the most of it to the army 
as well as to foreign Governments. The first instinct of 
every despot must necessarily be to keep his army in 
good humour in peace, and to lead them to glory in

But 
still, asks Prince Napoleon, “ how comes it that justice 
should not be better administered in a colony

It is now put forth 
that the office of Lord High Admiral—last filled 
with all the honours by the Duc d’Angouleme, who, very 
much like Prince Napoleon, preferred to stay on land— 
should be re-created for the occasion: but the great want 
I have mentioned as inherent to his moral organisation 
has suffered itself to become apparent in the most painful 
nature by, alas, a systematic hostility to the Empress, 
and a direct antagonism to every measure proceeding 
from her party. Need a man display more fully the 
precise want I have just mentioned than by an open re- 
bellion against the greatest power of all, whose very 
weakness rendefs it invincible? 

(FROM OUR LONDON CORRESPONDENT.) 

Lonpon, Fripay Evrentne.—I am enabled to state, 
on whatI know is good authority, that Victor Emma- 
nuel will “ provisionally accept” the sovereignty of the 
three Duchies. I am inclined to believe that Louis 
Napoleon must have given some kind of assent to this 
course, for the Sardinian King has, since the very com- 

mencement of the alliance, faithfully abided by its re- 
sponsibilities, and has in no case contravened the direct 
wishes of Napoleon. From what I learn, I do not believe 
that the Emperor is bent upon any positive course in 
Central Italy. He is pledged to do all he can in per- 
suading the population to take back their Princes, but 
he is neither bound nor inclined to use force. He is not 
anxious to see Sardinia aggrandised by another three 
millions of subjects ; but if the question, as seems now 
probable, is referred to a European Congress (which 
Russia and Prussia desire, and England would join), I 
do not believe that Louis Napoleon would put his veto 
on the annexation. People are so fond of attributing 
mystery to the silence of the present French ruler that 
they forget the very natural reason of his silence in the 
present case—namely, that he has not yet made up his 
mind, and that he does not feel bound to make any deci- 
sion. The offer of Austria to separate Venetia from 
the Empire, and leave it an Italian State under an Arch- 
duke, on the condition that the Tuscans receive their 
young Grand Duke—will probably be rejected, simply 
because it is an Austrian proposal, though Italy may 
not for years have such an opportunity of realising a 
Confederated Italy without an Austrian soldier. The 
Italians, both rulers and ruled, seem to have an un- 
lucky knack of rejecting all compromises. The Zurich 
Conference has at length made its first step forward; it 
has arranged the transfer of Lombardy. From this fact, 
and one or two smaller incidents, I am inclined to be- 
lieve that Austria has very recently adopted a concilia- 
tory tone. She knows that if the Zurich Conference 
breaks up without a satisfactory treaty, a Congress is 
inevitable, arid she would enter that assembly without a 
friend—save France! To avoid this, she will make 
even still greater concessions. 

Since Bernal Osborne—light comedian of the liberals 
—rattled of his speech at Liskeard, there has been no 
political incident excepting a rather dull Liberal demon- 
stration at Winchester—literally a half-and-half affair, 
for it celebrated the success of Mr. Bonham Carter, and 
lamented the failure of Mr. J. Shaw Lefevre, (nephew 
of the late speaker). How the half sunshine, half tears 
were mixed, the reporters do not say, but Sir J. C. Jer- 
voise made the novel suggestion that the want of work- 
ing power in the House, was owing to their being too 
many members. Instead of forty being necessary to form 
a House, he suggested that when there was more than 
forty it should be declared “no house!” 

The Queen, (at present at Osborne), leaves London 
for her highland home next monday evening, and will 
travel all night. This quite new plan is simply to avoid 
the great heat of the day. As her Majesty always travels 
at fifty miles an hour, the royal train will be a fiery 
starting sight as it runs through the length of England 
that might. Grcat care will be taken to keep the stations 
clear of intruders; even at the (sreat Northern station 
here, but two reporters will be admitted. 

London at present has scarcely any amusements; the 
few theatres open are playing old pieces. At the subur- 
ban theatres, however, everything goes on as usual; their 
audiences do not go out of town. Charles Keans’ “last 
night” as manager of the Princess’s, comes off next Mon- 
day. Ithas been too long delayed; were it earlier in the 
season it would be a great event, as it is, his best friends 
wiil read of it at the sea side, He is to make a theatrical 
tour in the autunin, taking Dublin first I understand. 

The Bradford Musical Festival is causing some sen- 
sation ia the North; we only hear of it through the re- 
ports in the papers. It is rather curious to note how 
the Times’ critic almost ignores the always clever per- 
formances of Arabella Geddard. He used to be her 
most ardent eulogist; now he scarcely notices her. The 
reasonis curious—he is her husband, (they were pri- 
vately married a ag ago) and he shrinks from praising 
his own wife. e simply records her presence, and 
rarely ventures a word of criticism.

rightness as well asin their family affection—in fact, a 
sort of plebeian “Greys” and Fresbyterian “ Elliotts.” 
It is equally possible, and somewhat me; Probable, that 
the other shareholders in the Carron Company Way 
prove to be—what shall we say ?—well, very lint the 

managers. 

It seems that some eighty-six years ago the Carron 
Iron Company made its appearance in the commercia! 
world. Scotland was the land of its birth  Faikir- 
was its dwelling-place, and the Stainton family were i: 
sponsors, parents, and guardians. ‘The company was 
virtually a partnership, and one of the partners, a Mr. 
Joseph Stainton, was manager of the concern. It is one 
consolation, at any rate, to learn that there can be no 
question about Mr. Stainton’s spiritual orthodoxy, 8o 
amply did he provide for those of his own household, 
that not even the faintest suspicion of scepticism ean 
attach to his revered memory. Every post connected 
with the management of the company Was filled up by 
some scion of the Stainton race, so that whe at last, 
after forty years of management, Mr. Stainton depayted 
this life, full of years and full of riches, the family eom. 
pact was complete. One nephew, Mr. Joseph Dawson, 
succeeded to his juncle’s berth; a second occy- 
pied the humbler, but useful post, of assistant manager, 
A third.was agent at Glasgow. A cousin looked after 
the interests of the family at Liverpool, and a brother 
of the late manager was the London representative of 
the Stainton and Dawson brotherhood. The Carron 
Company, it is needless to say, was an eminently profit- 
able concern. Neither rats—nor Dawsons—stick to 4 
sinking ship. As the value of the business beeame more 
and more apparent, and the family interest became more 
iand more compact, the grand conception seems to have 
entered Mr. Joseph Dawson’s mind of ousting all the 
other partners out of the business, and turning the 
Carron Company, not only in name, but, in fact, into 
the family firm of Dawson, Stainton, & Co. Ac 
cerding to unfriendly statements, this conception 
was worked out continuously and successfully for a 
quarter of a century, Every means was resorted to to 
depreciate the value of the property in the eyes of those 
shareholders who were not within the charmed circle. 
The debts were overstated, and the assets undervalued ; 
the partnership was debited with breakages and losses 
that never occurred, and credited with only portions of 
the moneys received. False balance-sheets were prepared 


by one member of the family, cashed by another, and 
audited by a third. Nostranger was allowed to purchase 
shares in the company, but on the other hand the mana- 


ger was always ready to buy up the interests of any existing 
shareholder for a consideration. No investigation of the 
accounts was allowed, and the moneys which ought 
to have been divided among the company were 
directed into the private accounts of the family. Bo 
things went on, till at last Mr. Joseph Dawson was 
gathered to his fathers, and Mr. William Dawson 
reigned in his stead. This gentleman may have “ known 
Joseph and his works,” but he certainly did not appre 
ciate them. His virtuous indignation against his 
“fenemies” and “ greedy partners,” as he designated the 
non-family. shareholders in the company, was so strong 
that he forgot the dictates of prudence. ‘The fact that 
“union is strength” was lost sight of. Jealousies arose 
between the Staintons and Dawsons. Mr. William 
Dawson accused Mr. Henry Stainton of dclrauding 
the company. The accusation appears to have 
been just. During Mr. Stainton’s lifetime he 
handed over £96,000 to the company, and on his 
death shortly afterwards his executors compromised tle 
claim from the company upon his estate by a payment ol 


£220,000. Alas, the triumph of the Dawsons was short- 
lived and suicidal! If Peter rots Paul, and Paul robs 
Peter, there is a strong antecedent probability that Peter 
and Paul together rob the rest of the Aposties. Acting 


on; 1is assumption, the exoteric shareholders of the Car- 
ron Company have impeached the integrity of the whole 
esoteric management of the Staintons and Dawsons. 
What the truth of these statements may be, we cannot 
tell, but believing,as we arebound, that the principle 
of the family is the basis of our social system, we trust 
that the Dawson and Stainton may, like the directors of 
the Western Bank of Scotland, come off scatheless and 
stainless.

THE SMETHURST CASE. 

The following letter from Dr. Smethurst’s wife appears 
in the Times — 

Stmr,—It is with the most painful reluctance that I ad- 
dress you, but I feel bound, from a sense of duty and 
justice, to bring before you one or two facts—small in 
themselves, but tending to great results—which, if known, 
may remove from my unhappy husband some of the un- 
just suspicions and prejudices which have fallen upon 
him. 

Since our marriage, 30 years ago, up to the time of 
his departure with Miss Bankes, we have lived together 
in perfect happiness and contentment. I have always 
received from my husband the most uniform kindness 
and attention. I have had several illnesses, in all of 
which he has himself attended upon me, both as medical 
man and nurse. 

My husband received no property whatever with me ; 
he has not only supported himself and me entirely since 
our marriage, but from the incapacity, from illness, of 
his younger brother to follow any calling, has supported 
him also. 

From my knowledge—gained from long experience—of 
my husband’s huinane character and amiable disposition, 
I believe him quite incapable of committing the crime of 
which he standsconvicted. Upto this time his moral eon- 
duct has been irreproachable, and, without wishingto cast 
any reflection on the memory of the deceased Miss 
Bankes, I must express it as my opinion, grounded on my 
observation, that the first advance came from her, 
although, unhappily, it met with too ready a reciprocity 
on his part. 

In answer to some observations made in respect to 
no one having visited my husband during his confine- 
ment, I beg to say that it is in accordance with his 
own wish, that I have frequently expressed my desire 
to do so, and many friends have expressed the same 
wish, which he has invariably declined, feeling that he 
could best support his great trial in strict seclusion.—

In a letter tothe Times, Dr, Letheby, Professor of 
Chemistry and Toxicology in the College of London 
Hospital, writes :'— 

I am quite sure that your chemical readers will 
agree with Mr. Rogers in the observations on the neces- 
sity for exposing the scientific fallacies and errors which 
were imported into the trial of Dr. Smethurst. This 
may be done without in any way referring to the ques- 


' tion of the guilt or innocence of the convict, although it 


is manifest that the errors of the scientific witnesses for 
the prosecution were used to the disadvantage of the 
prisoner, and were commented on by the judge in a 
manner which science must condemn ; for, on the one 
hand, the non-detection of arsenic in the dead body 
(where it ought to have been found if it had been admi- 
nistered), and, on the other,the detection of the poison in a 
mixture where it did not exist, were disposed of by the 
judge as matters of no great importance in the inquiry, 
and as the results of the present imperfection of 
science. Nothing, however, can be more dangerous to 
the community than the propagation of such errors as 
these, for not only will it tend to encourage crime by 
leading the evil-minded to believe that the researches of 
chemical science are so beset with difficulties as to leav 
its conclusions open to doubt, but it will also have the 
effect of furnishing a defence for the guilty, and, it may 
be, of bringing an unjust charge upon the innocent. It 
is. in truth, a fallacy of so dangerous a quality that it will 
most assuredly inspire the criminal with confidence, and 
the public with dread. The principles of science should 
have an opposite tendency; and so they would if, in the 
discovery of crime or the administration of justice, they 
} were used with caution, and the processes of science 
were followed with skill. The records of modern cri- 
minal jurisprudence do not, however, support this view 
of the case, for the apparent contradictions of science, 
the seeming uncertainty of its results, and the conflict- 
ing testimony of its alumni, are such as to deprive it of 
that value which it ought to have in the estimation 
of the public, as the most powerful and certain of all 
modern means for the detection of secret murder. The 
conclusion, however, is fast forcing itself upon us that, 
if science is to be used with effect in the discovery of 
crime, it must be employed methodically as 
a State engine, d be Kl under the di- 
rection of those :who have mastered its prin- 
ciples, who are thoroughly acquainted with its 
laws, and who are competent to manage its processes. 
At the present time, the mode of conducting an inquiry 
into a case of suspected poisoning is such as must often 
leave the results in the greatest uncertainty. Supposing 
that the case has gone so far as to call for the inter- 
ference of the coroner, and he has given an order fer 
the examination of the dead body ; the matters which 
are removed from it for an analysis are placed in the 
hands of any one who will nndertake the investigation ; 
and every step of the chemical part of the inquiry is 
conducted in secret, with materials which may or may 
not be free from poison, and by processes that are too 
often unworthy of confidence. If there be an error in 
the course of the analysis, or an accident by reason of 
the bungling of the operator, who is there to expose it 
but the operator himself? And if the conclusion be 
altogether false, who is to set it right? Again, the fee 
which is allowed by law for the trouble and anxiety of 
these investigations is so ridiculously small that, as I 
know from experience, it will not always quit the cost 
of tle materials used. One guinea is all that the metro- 
politan coroners can pay tor a chemical analysis ; but if 
the case goes for trial, then the magistrate and the 
judge can compensate the analyst for his trouble. I 
hold that this is a most imp temptation to put be- 
fore a witness, who may find just enough in the course 
of his inquiry to warrant him in so framing his evidence 
as to to a committal, although he is certain that it 
is not enough for the conviction. Far be it from me to 
suppose that such dishonesty has ever been practised ; 
but the temptation to it ought not to exist.

CHINA. : 
Advices from Hong-Kong reach to the 5th of July. 
The news relx.ting to the expedition up the Peiho pos+ 


sesscs con*iderable interest. We append the following 


summary of the Overland China Mail:--- 
In our last overland summary it was mentioned that 


the latest news from Shanghae represented the British, 
French, and American Ministers as on the eve of their 
departure from that place for Pekin, via the Gulf of 
Lechelee. ‘They left on the 15th ultimo; the Hon. Mr. 
Bruce in her Majesty’s ship Magicienne, with the Core- 
mandel as tender ; M. de Bourboulon in his Imperial 
Majesty’s ship Du Chayla, with the steamer Norzagaray, 
and His Excellency Mr. Ward, the United States 
Minister, in the Powhatan, with the chartered 
steamcr Toey-wan. Acmiral Hope left for the Gulf 
three days before, in the Chesapenke; and a large 
British force, consisting of seven steam ships, ten gun- 
boats, and two troop and store ships, were te rendezvous 
at Sha-lui-tien, about 50 miles from the mouth of the 
Peiho. Every precaution had been taken to force, if 
necessary, admission to Pekin, nná the proper exchange 
of the ratified treaties. Between 500 and 600 of the 
Roval Marines, with 100 of the Royal Engineers and a 


number of seamci:, were to accompahy the Hon. Mr. 


Bruce; while abu:iiance of provisions ready for land 
package, with 20% of the Military Train coolies, would 
render the. expedition in great part independent of the 
Chinese. ‘These coolies of the Military Train are all 
Hakkas, and were enrolled for service at the taking of 
Cantun, where they served us most faithfully, and were 


known under the title of the “ Bamboo Rifles.” 


From the attempts made by the Chinese Imperial 
commissioners at Shanghae it may be inferred that ob- 
stacles will be thrown in the way of admission to Pekin: 
but these have been evercome, and it is extremely un- 


likely that the Chirese will have recourse to any overt 


acts of opposition. It will be after the Ministers have 
obtained admission to the capital that the greatest diffi- 
culties will be likely toarise. Theobtainment of a per- 


sonal interview with the Emperor, the dispensing with 


ceremonies which may place the foreign Ministers in a 


false position, and, above all, the carrying out that stipu- 
Jation of the treaty which provides for a resident 
Buitish minister at Pekin, will tax the energies and 
test the firmness of their Excellencies the Hon. Mr. 
Bruce and M. de Bourboulon. No news has yet come 
down of an advance up the Peiho, or even of the expe- 
dition having reached the Gulf of Pecheélee ; but as ten 
days had elapsed from their depafture when the mail 
left Shanghae it was presumed that they had been al- 
lowed to ascend the Peiho without interruption. We 
_ are left entirely to conjecture what may be the end of 
the diplomatic and military conflict which has been car- 
ried on with Chima for the last two years, which as yet 
has only ended in trifling Tocal results, but which has pro- 


cured a treaty that, if carried out, must effect immense 
- changes ín the future of China, and in the position of 


Europe in Eastern Asia. 


From the ports there is almost no news of the 
slightest interest. At Canton the governor and Hoppo 


paid a visit lately to the British consulate, a con- 
descension never made by such high authorities before. 
If the consulate is really, as seems likely, to be esta- 
blished in the city, in what was formerly Yeh's 
Easa, Canton will be always, and without difhculty, 
kcpt opcn to foreigners in future, so long as Ít 
is in the hands of the Imperial authorities ; 
but there is a very general expectation thaí the 
rebels of the south will descend upon it when- 
ever our troops are withdrawn. The selection 
of Shameen as a site for the foreign factories has 
been followed up by acontract with two Chinamen 
for filling up the site, great part of which is at present 
under water.

THE IMPERIAL VISIT TO THE PYRENEES. 


Tarbes, August 21.—On Thursday morning, Tarbes | 


resembled a bee-hive. All was motion and commotion ; 
banners and flags were being flung to the breeze, while 


every one was getting ready to rejoice at half-past two. | 


as at that hour the Imperial party was to arrive. 


Never before was the old capital of Bigorre so excited | 


or animated. Joyful expectat.ons were depicted on a!l 
countenances, and a universal anxiety was apparent to 
get a good view of both their Majesties. I became for 
the space of two hoursa lion. I inadvertently men- 


tioned that I had often seen their Majesties, whereupon I | 


became the centre ofa ring of anxious and curious 
beings, male and female, all asking manifold questions as 
to the appearance and general character of those so 
soon expected. My situation was becoming irksome 
when luckily the Imperial train approached. From all 
pirts of the country came flocking in the sunburnt 
campagnards, while tne streets were filled with municipal 
deputations, all carrying flags. Foremost were the vene- 


ated relics of the past, the Medailles de sainte Helene, Early | 


in the morning the Prefect had started to mect 
at Maubourguet. At half-past two the locomotive 
stopped at the station, which was beautifully ornamer - 
ted on this occasion. At once the trumpets sounded, 
the drums rolled, while !oud, liearty, and sincere rose the 
mighty shout of greeting. Their Majesties were re-

A Miss NigHTINGALE IN Itaty.—The English lady 
alluded to as “Mrs. C.” in some recent notices of the 
campaign in Lombardy, is the same person who forms 
the subject of the following letter of gratitude addressed 
to her, and inserted in an Italian paper (Gazzetta del 
Populo) by an officer, in the name of himself and his 
wounded fellow-soldiers. The lady, we should observe, 
is Mrs. Crawlew, widow of Mr. Ambrose Crawley of the 
E.LC.S., and niece of the present Sir Edward Meredyth, 
rs. Crawley happened by chance to be travel- 
ling within the vicinity of the frightful bloodshed then 
going on, and with the spirit of Miss Nightingale she 
converted her journey of recreation into a course of de- 
voted service to the sick and wounded. Her aid proved 
most effective after the terrible engagement of Solferino. 
The Italian officer in his letter expresses himself thus : 
—* Iu the first moments after the glorious day of St. 
Martino an immense number of wounded, and amongst 
them several officers, were taken to Desenzano for the 
first relief ; but there were no hospitals prepared there, 
and there was a want of everything. This state of 
things was greatly remedied by the exertions of the 
officials of the place, particularly Avvocato Manfredi 
and Signor Cerese, who did their utmost to procure lodg- 
ing for the wounded, and all that was of urgent ne- 
cessity, and who, themselves, attended the wounded. 
Their charitable work was ably seconded by many of 
the good and gentle ladies of the country. The wounded 
ed who were at Desenzano remember with gratitude 
those persons, but amongst them they recollect with par- 
ticular pleasure the sympathising and graceful counte- 
nance of a lady, who, though not born in Italy, was 
truly Italian in heart, for she took the most vivid in- 
terest in the victims of a cause so sacred, and which she 
had espoused with all her soul.

In 1851, when 
this new system was first originated, the trade to the 
East in vutward tonvage only amounted to 452,852 
tons. In 1858 it amounted to 946,503 tons, or nearly 
double. The value of this export trade has increased 
in the same short interval in the same immetse 
proportion, being now witi Australia £10,000,000 per 
dnonum, aid with India £18,000,000, excliisive of 
bullion. The export trade with China from this 
eountry does not so correctly indicate its true value, 
as much of the tea and silk is paid for by the 
cotton and opium sent from India. Yet the value 
of the silk and tea imported from China is, like 
the India trade, double now what it was in 1851, 
and is probably little under £15,000,000. If, then, 
the trade with the East generally has increased at this 
tremendous rate in seven years, when railways were not 
commenced, what may not fairly be antitipated when 
the fast progressing lines are completed in India, Ceylon, 
and Australia, and when the new treaties with China 
and Japan begin to bear fruit? The monthly clear- 
ances of vessels to the East are about 80,000 tons, so 
that vessels like the Great Eastern leaving England once 
a-month could only carry one-tenth of the existing 
trade, and probably not more than one-fifteenth of what 
it will be in a couple of years hence. But six Great 
Easterns would be necessary to enable one to leave Eng- 
land once a month, and as yet we have only one Great 
Eastern afloat, or even thought of. With such plain facts 
as these, what becomes of the objection that a ship 
which can do the long sea voyage to India in 30 days 
will diot get aeargo? As toswamping the markets of 
India; China, and Australia, with 8,000 tons, which is 
only the cargo of one large vessel to each place, the idea 
is simply ridiculous. Persons are apt to forget, when 
they speak of the India and China market, that it 
means supplying the wants of 200,000,000 of people, and 
that two ves-els like the Great Eastern, always loaded 
and going backwards and forwards as fast as they could 
run, would hardly supply those markets with nankeens 
and printed calicoes alone. The only question that has 
now to be solved is that of her speed. A few days more 
will settle this, and if the ship only realises what the 
least sanguine of her admirers expect, the Great Eastern 
will prove a triumph as greatina commercial point of 
view as she is already in an engineering and scientific 
one.— Times. 


WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 

The will of the Most Noble Henry De-la-Poer Beres- 
ford, Marquis of Waterford, K.P. was administered to, in 
the London Court of Probate, by his brother, the Most 
Noble and Reverend John De-la-Poer Beresford, 
Marquis of Waterford, as one of the next of kin, there 
being no executor named in the will, the Marchioness, 
the relict, having renounced the grant. The will is 
dated the 17th of August, 1852, and is written on a small 
sheet of note paper, and witnessed by John Parkinson 
and William L. Farrer. The personaiestate was sworn 
under 70,0001. He leaves Ford Castle, and the 
latids ahd estates in Northumberland, to the Marchio- 
ness for her life, her jointure being paid out of those es- 
tates ; and also leaves to her the jewellery, plate, and 
money at the banker’s. He bequenths to his sister, the 
Countess Talbot, £1,000 a year, to be a charge upon the 
Irish estates ; and, subject thereto, he leaves the Irish 
estates tohis brother, the present Marquis, as well as 
the estates in Northumberland and elsewhere on the de- 
cease of his wife, the Dowager Marchioness. 

The will of Henry William De-la-Poer Beresford 
(Peirse)Esq,of BedaleHall, Yorkshire, who died on the 24th 
July,1859, was provedin London by the widow and execu- 
trix, power beingreserved to Marmaduke Wyvill, junior 
Esq., and George John White Melville, Esq., the other 
executors. The personalty sworn under £8,000. The 
will is dated February, 13, 1850. He has bequeathed to 
his wife the residence, household furniture, and effects, at
